e@ The Black Hills Bench Rest Shooters 


Association in Custer, South Dakota 
and the Texas Bench Rest Shooters 
Association in San Angelo, Texas en- 
tered bids for the first ‘““shoulder to 
shoulder’ National Championship 
matches. This was to be the first time 
such matches were held at one spot 
on the continent, thus giving every 
competitor an equal opportunity with 
regard to time, place and conditions. 
The directors were now required to 
go into a secret huddle to decide 
which club would get the contract. 


The DuBois, Pa. ‘Memorial Day” 
bench rest matches drew 150 heavy 
gun shooters on May 29 and 30, 1954! 
The only thing that can make this 
many heavy guns come out of hiber- 
nation these days is a big Super 
Shoot. 

Fajen came out with a new, slick- 
looking thumb hole bench rest stock. 
It was four inches wide to minimize 
canting and had parallel rounded 
wood rails on the bottom of the for- 
end and buttstock to achieve better 
alignment on the sand bag rests. 
Mechanical rests didn’t sneak into 
the picture until about 1958 or 1959.

BULLET LUBRICATION 


| quote below an article appearing in 
the Shooting & Fishing magazine, 
Volume 34, No. 1, page 6, April 16, 1903 
issue by Mr. Chas. E. Rueger, a chemist, 
and avery capable offhand rifleman who 
shot with the Rocky Mountain Rifle Club, 
of Butte, Montana: 

“The readers of Shooting & Fishing 
may be interested in an article on bullet 
lubricants from the standpoint of the 
chemist, as well as the practical rifle- 
man.” 

“Mr. Gould, in his excellent book, 
Modern American Rifles, 1891, says: ‘If 
naked bullets (other than paper patched 
ones - Rod) were used by the expert 
target shots, the rifle fraternity would 
know more about lubricants—com- 
paratively little attention has been paid 
to perfecting this compound.” 

“Since then riflemen have appreciated 
to a much greater extent than ever 
before the bearing of proper lubrication 
in its relation to accuracy: in fact, today 
the expert target shot uses greased 
bullets. It is my impression that much of 
the experimenting along the line of lubri- 
cants can be conservatively designated 
as having been a haphazard compound- 
ing of mixtures, without really definite 
ideas regarding the behavior of a lubri- 
cant in the barrel.”’ 

“In considering the suitability of a 
substance for bullet grease, something 
besides the question of lubrication is in- 
volved. Let us consider the several steps 
through which the grease passes. As the 
bullet proceeds on its journey through 
the barrel, the grease melts by reason of 
the friction and heat generated. At this 
point it performs the functions solely of a 
lubricant, by interposing a slight film be- 
tween the lead and steel. When the 
bullet has passed, the lubricant which 
adheres to the walls of the barrel comes 
in contact with the flame of the explo-

sion; it then ceases to be a question of 
lubrication, but of vaporization and a 
chemical change or both.’ The 
Suitability of a substance for bullet 
grease depends therefore upon: 

1. Its lubricating properties. 

2. Its temperature of chemical 

change and of vaporization. 

“Lubrication is a subject which is 
quite thoroughly understood in this age 
of mechanical contrivances. It is admit- 
ted that the viscosity of body of an oil is 
the most important criterion of its 
Suitability as a lubricant, under any 
given conditions. It is also admitted that 
a lubricant should be as thin as is con- 
sistent with the pressure and tem- 
perature to which it is subjected. Now in 
the rifle barrel, we have both pressure 
and temperature. The grease should 
therefore have sufficient body to with- 
stand the pressure caused by upsettage 
of the bullet against the walls of the bar- 
rel. If it has not, it is simply squeezed 
out. Unnecessarily high viscosity, 
however, overshoots the mark, since it 
creates unnecessary fluid friction. If it 
has sufficient body, it should be as thin 
as possible at the temperature at which 
it is used (this is why | use three different 
mixtures—Rod.) The combination of 
these two qualities would make a subs- 
tance a perfect lubricant, viewed solely 
as a lubricant.” 

“It has been stated by some of the 
contributors of this paper that the melt- 
ing point of a bullet grease is the crucial 
test. With all due respect, | must insist 
that there is absolutely no merit in such 
a statement, except in so far that the 
melting point should be so high that the 
grease does not melt and flow from the 
bullet when seated into a hot barrel. A 
lubricant which melts at 140 degrees F. 
has a melting point which is amply high 
enough for most black powder guns, if 
used in a reasonable manner. A .38-55 ri- 
fle was fired twenty times at one minute 


intervals. The barrel showed a tem- 
perature, by the thermometer, of only 93 
degrees F. A lubricant of 140 melting 
point would in such a case have a 
margin of fifty percent; sensible heat. 
Add to this the latent heat, which the 
thermometer does not show, and you 
have an amount of heat units which it 
would take some rapid firing to pro- 
duce.”’ 

““Chemical decomposition and 
vaporization are, of course, entirely 
different subjects from lubrication. What 
was a lubricant may, by chemical 
change or by vaporization, cease to be 
such or even acquire the properties of 
an anti-lubricant. It is my belief that most 
of the difficulties experienced with bullet 
lubricants can be traced to this cause. 
The explosion cylinder of a gasoline 
engine offers striking similarities to a ri- 
fle barrel. In such a case the oil first 
lubricates the piston, then comes in con- 
tact with the flame of the gas explosion. 
Many an engineer has found to his 
perplexity that an otherwise fine oil, 
highly suitable as a lubricant for much 
more rapidly moving machinery, is ren- 
dered entirely useless on contact with 
the gasoline flame. Consequently the 
temperature of vaporization, and of 
chemical change, is a very essential 
point in such or similar cases. This tem- 
perature may for our purpose be con- 
sidered as practically identical with the 
flashing point of the oil chemist. He 
defines the flashing point as the tem- 
perature at which the oil gives off nota- 
ble quantities of inflammable vapor; in 
other words, when it begins to burn. 
What is wanted therefore, in a bullet 
grease, is a compound which: 

1. Is a solid at ordinary temperatures. 

2. Does not melt when bullet is seated 
into a hot barrel. 

3. Has sufficient body not to be 
squeezed out under the pressure 
caused by explosion. 
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4. Is as fluid as possible, consistent 
with the foregoing. 

5. Undergoes chemical change and 
vaporization to as slight an extent 
as possible on contact with the 
flame.” 

“This may seem a pretty stiff proposi- 
tion. Such is not the case. The heavy 
product which distills from crude 
petroleum at very high temperatures has 
lubricating properties and a high 
vaporization point. If mixed with a suita- 
ble amount of bees’ wax and tallow it will 
be a solid at ordinary temperatures, and 
will not melt and flow from the bullet 
when seated into a hot barrel. Such a 
lubricant will stick tenaciously to the 
bullet; it will not deteriorate during a 
considerable period of time; it can be 
melted and bullets dipped by those who 
do not possess a pump.” 

“My recollection is that Mr. Rabbeth, 
ten or more years ago, recommended 
four parts bees’ wax to one part of 
cylinder oil, as the best which he had 
found. | think he was on the right track, 
and had he used a petroleum product of 
much higher boiling point than cylinder 
oil, would have obtained still better 
results. The lubricant of E.D. Payne, as 
well as the ozokerite mixture of Horace 
Kephart, owe their good qualities to the 
facts just stated. For some time past | 
have used a petroleum product by frac- 
tional distillation at high temperatures, 
mixed with wax and tallow. In all the 
arms in which it has been tried the prac- 
tice has been in accord with the theory. 
Some may consider the presence of wax 
and tallow objectionable in any bullet 
grease. If such is the case, | certainly 
cannot understand why. | find on heat- 
ing such a mixture on a clean platinum 
foil, that the animal oils vaporize at a 
comparatively low heat without leaving 
the least residue; the mineral oil remains 
unchanged at a much higher tem- 
perature (with my lubricant, considera- 
bly above the melting point of lead). Ina 
rifle barrel, even though the same thing 
occured to the same extent, the mineral 
oil would remain a thin film adhering to 
the walls, thus leaving the barrel in pre- 
cisely the condition desired.” 


“Unfortunately, | cannot recommend 
any particular petroleum product of the 
characteristics mentioned, because the 
various oils on the market are known 
only by arbitrary trade names, which 
have no necessary connection with the 
qualities herein outlined. If my article, 
however, serves to aid others in their 
search for the perfect bullet grease, | 
shall feel amply repaid for the labor of 
writing it. ’’ (Signed) Chas. A. Rueger”’ 

It seems to me that Mr. Rueger’s arti- 
cle makes a lot of sense. Unfortunately, 
Mr. Rueger does not give any ratio of his 
mixture of bees’ wax, tallow, and oil ex- 
cept that it should be a solid at ordinary 
temperatures. 

Currently a lot of single shot rifle 
shooters using tin-lead alloy bullets are, 
after getting to the range and cleaning 
and drying out the bore, taking a 
cleaning patch fairly well saturated with 
their bullet grease and pushing it thru 
the bore before starting to shoot. The 
very first shot, often times, thru a dry 
bore, will pick up lead, especially in a 
blued bore, or one with the circular 
reamer marks still remaining on the top 
of the lands. Supposedly, after that first 
shot, the greased bullet leaves a very 
thin film on the surface of the bore as Mr. 
Rueger suggests. 

For the three mixtures of my lubricat- 
ing formulae and the temperatures when 
| use them, see Precision Shooting mag- 
azine, issue of May, 1976.

While reflecting back on past issues 
and articles | received a letter from a 
good buddy, Rick Hornbeck, comment- 
ing on my February ‘79 article regarding 
barrel fouling. 

Rick is very knowledgable in our game 
and doesn't suffer from ‘hoof in mouth” 
like so many other gun writers do. 

The following is a paragraph from his 
letter; 

‘| noted, that of those who seem to be 
having the greatest problem with fouling 
during the past shooting season, all 
seemed to be using a PPC or the RBR. | 
think this might be a clue, although | 
can't prove anything. These cartridges 
are on the hot side in pressure, up there 
around 58,000 psi for most; with higher 
heat and somewhat better velocities 
than those used in the past. | just wonder 
if this is not the primary cause for the ad- 
ded fouling problems that some are hav- 
ing. In addition, | just get the impression 
that the copper going into jackets is 
somewhat different than what was used 
in the past. This impression has 
developed during making bullets in the 
past few years, most noted with J-4’s.”’ 

For sometime | have felt that velocity 
was the prime cause of fouling but when 
Rick mentioned psi | began to think. 

| use a7 x 47 (222 mag to 7m/m) quite 
often for handgun silhouette shooting

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and normally use near 30 grains of H335 
with a 120 grain Hornady or Sierra bullet. 
With this load you don’t have to be told 
when it goes off. 

Chamber pressures have not been 
checked but they have to be quite high. 

Fouling with this loading is rather 
severe and the velocity is only around 
2600 psi. 

Through the same barrel | can use 24 
grains of 4064 with a 168 grain bullet 
with a velocity of 1800 psi and feel a 
noticeable reduction in recoil. This load 
doesn’t produce any undue fouling. 

Although chamber pressure and 
velocity usually go hand in hand these 
pistol results point more to pressure as 
the culprit. 

| think maybe Rick pointed out the key 
word, ‘“‘Heat”’. 

Digging into some of the published in- 
formation on pressures and velocity we 
find that with identical charges of H322 
in the 6 x 47 and 6PPC the velocity 
results are almost identical while the 
chamber pressures of the 6PPC are 
6,400 psi greater. 

| have noticed that some shooters are 
using near 29 grain of H322 in the PPC 
and RBR which means their pressures 
are towering above the 58,000 psi marks.

When you stop and think about it the 
heat must be tremendous. With the more 
efficient burning of the shorter powder 
columns more of this heat is retained 
within the barrel prior to bullet exit. 

This may be something we will have to 
live with. 

Now that I’ve woven this web to place 
the blame of fouling upon pressure and 
heat I'll blow a huge hole in it. 

How come, a 357 revolver producing 
velocities of 1300 to 1400 fps with cham- 
ber pressures of 30,000 to 34,000 psi 
fouls just as bad, or worse, than the fore- 
mentioned rifle cartridges? 

| think ‘Brother Hornbeck’ might 
have covered it all in one paragraph. 

He mentioned pressure and heat but 
also pointed a finger at bullet jacket 
material. 

| am no longer making bullets myself 
so | have no way of researching this 
area. 

Maybe some of you inquisitive bullet 
makers out there can add more input to 
this problem. 

| would be very interested in hearing 
more on the subject.

Bob Cauterucio, the manufacturer of 
GTB bullets, sent some samples of his 
match bullets. Bob has been making 
bullets for over 21 years and he knows 
what it’s all about. In addition, he is an 
active high-power shooter. He is now in 
a position to provide shooters with 
benchrest quality bullets. This is indi- 
cated by a detailed check in the shop as 
well as some fine performance at the 
range. He can provide 52 grain flat base 
.224” bullets, 6mm flat base in 63 and 68 
grains. In 30 caliber boat tail bullets he 
offers a selection of 154, 168, 180 and 
190 grains. The 180 and 190 grain bullets 
are giving fine performances at 600 and 
1,000 yards and might prove to be just 
the ticket for the 200-300 yard benchrest 
matches. 

Just to see where GTB bullets fall 
when compared with other makes of 
bullets, an in-shop check was made on 
6mm bullets as listed in the following 
chart. A box of 100 was selected at ran- 
dom and 25 bullets were removed at ran- 
dom for this check. This chart indicates 
the result of these selected bullets. It 
should be kept in mind that this is not an 
indication of all the bullets being made 
by the listed makers. Different lots of 
bullets of the same make will give 
different results. Some lots are just bet- 
ter than others and that is why many of 
us make our own bullets. We have good 
lots and bad ones. | assure you the home

bullet maker is selective based upon 
how bullets check out and, more impor- 
tant, how they shoot. There was not a 
bullet in the bunch that wouldn’t shoot a 
winning group. 

Back to the GTB line! A spot check of 
.30 caliber bullets in the 168, 180 and 190 
grain weights of total length variation 
and ogive-to-base variation was surpris- 
ing. Ogive-to-base variation during this 
spot check was .004” and total length 
variation was under .010”’. This is far bet- 
ter than has been experienced during 
checks of .30 caliber bullets in the past. 
A number of the more popular .30 caliber 
bullets will show variation a great deal 
larger, as much as .030”, in total length 
variation. 

The samples of the GTB .30 caliber 
bullets checked are round. Not all 
bullets, even those that are used to win 
matches, are. When the primer goes off 
and the bullet enters the barrel, any out 
of round gets swaged up to whatever the 
bore roundness is but it’s nice to know 
that a bullet starts out round. GTB .30’s 
are a little small. | like bullets that are 
just a snit small, a few ten’s, and bores 
that are a snit big. Don’t ask me why. No 
scientific or mathematic reasoning in- 
volved. Over the years, the best shooting 
rifles | have owned had bores that were a 
tenth or two large with bullets that were 
a tenth or so small, not including the 
pressure ring at the base of the bullet.

Bullets that were split showed no 
voids and uniform folds around the in- 
side of the ogive. The only major obser- 
vation of any concern was the run-out, 
during spinning, of the 6mm 63 grain 
bullets. They gave an average somewhat 
larger than is capable of building up my 
confidence without advance selection of 
those bullets that are going to be used 
on the record target. The 68 grain 6mm’s 
were just fine without any selection 
whatsoever. 

Cauterucio has something for every- 
one. For example, his 180 grain BT bullet 
might be just the ticket in a 1-12 twist 
barrel and has proven itself out to 600 
yards. For the Hunter class competitor, 
Bob's selection of bullets from the 154 
grain BT up to the 190 grain gives a wide 
selection of weights to try for top perfor- 
mance in a particular rifle. A 200 grain 
.30 caliber bullet, another boat tail num- 
ber, is currently in the testing stage in 
hopes that it will perform better in a 1-10 
twist barrel. 

Current price for the GTB bullet in 
.224” is $7.50/100. The 6mm bullets are 
$8.50. The 30 caliber bullets list for 
$10.70/100 plus postage on all. For 
further details about GTB bullets, send a 
S.A.S.E. to Bob Cauterucio, 482 Comer- 
wood Court, So.
